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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bissey (US 
6,310,388). 

Bissey discloses an electrical device package (Figs. 1 and 2) comprising: 
a plurality of lead fingers (26, 28); a die 12 having a first surface and a second surface 
and a plurality of bond pads 14 on the first surface, said die being connected to the lead 
fingers 26 by first bondwires 1 8A between at least some of the bond pads and some of 
the lead fingers; a conductive sheet 24 extending between the die and the plurality of 
lead fingers, the conductive sheet being electrically insulated from said first bondwires 
18A and the lead fingers 26 to which they the bondwires are connected; an electrical 
connection (wires 18C) between at least one bond pad 14 and an inner region 24A of 
the conductive sheet; and an electrical connection between at least one lead finger 30 
and an outer region of the conductive sheet 24, wherein the at least one finger 30 is 
connected to one of the power supply terminals to provide the conductive sheet with 
Vss or Vdd. Therefore, it is inherent that the conductive sheet 24 provides at least one 
return current path from the die 12 through the inner and outer regions (24A, 24) of the 
conductive sheet to the lead finger 30 electrically connected to the conductive sheet. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed.
